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OPEN SHOP IS 
SOLE ISSUE IN 
STEEL STRIKE 


Statement by Elbert Gary, Chair- 
man of United States Steel 
Corporation 


BAND OF BUCCANEERS 


One Witness Thinks Strikers 
Will Overthrow Government 
if Not Stopped 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1,—-Declaring 
that the question of the open shop— 
the right of a man to work Iirrespec- 
tive of whether he was a member of a 
labor unlon—was the sole issue in the 
nation-wide eteel strike, Elbert Gary, 
chairman of the board of the United 
States Steel corporation, told that his 
corporation would never yieid, even 
now, he said, the strike is failing. 

“Ynere was no reason for this 
strike,” he sald. ‘The men did not 
want it. It was forced on them from 


the outside by labor union organizers. | 


The open shop is the question here—- 
the right to bring about the fullest 
production with only the interests of 
the employee, the employer and the 
public in sight.” 

Decay Would Follow. 

Labor leaders, he said, were sceking 
to unionize all industry in the country. 
Should their efforts be successful, he 
said, industrial decay would follow. 

“Tt means the condition I fear Eng- 
land is in today,” he added, “though 
T have hopes she will come out of it.” 

Mr. Gary will be examined again to- 
morrow. He gave way for an hour to- 
day to several employees of the cor- 
poration’s mills, who told the com- 
mittee they knew of no reason for tie 
strike. All said that the men who 
had responded to the atrike call were 
mostly foreigners, and one of them, 
John J. Martin, a Youugstown ma- 
leaders of the 
national stee! workers’ committee. 

Band of Buccanecrs. 

“T think John Fitzpatrick (chair- 
man of the workers’ committee) with 
W. Z. Foster (secretary of the com- 
mittee) as an able assistant, heading a 
band of buccaneers, will overthrow 
this government if they are not 
stopped,” said Martin, who alleged 
that he himself formerly was a4 union 
man. They were engaged, he said, In 
“scutting the American federation of 
labor.” 

He testified that the steel employees 
at Youngstown, Americans and for- 
eigners alike, had been “terrorized by 
threats to burn houses and kil! chil- 
dren.” 

He also added in the course of his 
testimony that the company had much 
“hearsay evidence” that such threats 
had been made against men 
would not join the strike. 


SHIPYARD AND 
IRONWORKERS 
OUT ON COAST 


Union Officials Say That Tie-up 
of the Shipyards Is 
Complete 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1.—Involv- 
ing approximately 60,000 men, includ- 
ing both skilled and unskilled 
San Francisco, Oakland and Alemeda 
today were in the grip of industrial 
disturbances which have greatly 
hampered industry in the entire San 
Francisco bay district. Shipyard and 
iron trades workers, tailors, steve- 
dores, taxi drivers, clerks, street rail- 
way employees, Jiey rou'te sysiem 
ferry boat employees, and river steam- 
boat men, are affected. 

The most geerious development in 
the labor situation came toaay when 
25.000 shipyard and iron trades work- 
ers in Oakland and Alameda, and 
80,000 in San Francisco, struck. The 
ehipyard and iron trades workers 
went out in an effort to force the pay- 
ment of a wage increase of eight 
cents an hour. Union officinis say 
the tie-up of the shipyards is com- 
plete. No statement was forthcom- 
ing today from the California metal 
trades association.

“Such statements are false, mislead- 
{ing and wholly mischievous and tend 
to aggravate instead of relieving the 
situation. I believe that all such 
stories are a part of a deliberate prop- 
aganda to promote the sale of sugar 
stocks and to boost the price of su- 
gar.”

Probably the biggest reciamation 
scheme htat has ever been undertaken 
as a private project is that now be- | 
jing carried out by the Kleskum Lake 
Ranching company, at Kleskum Hili, | 
about twenty miles north and east of | 
Grande Prairie. Of the 18,000 acres 
bought from the Dominion govern- | 
ment, most of it was under water, but 
the hay possibilities of the great flat, 
once the water was drained off, were 
|apparent to the promoters of the 
company. Last year a company, cap- 
{lalized at $500000, was formed, a 
contract was let for the dredging, and 
already a good share of the land ia 
drained and ts drying off in a man-| 
ner to justify the expense incurred. 
Between 1200 and 1500 cattle are be- 
ing taken out this fall and more will 
be put on as the resources make it 
possible. 

In 1918, three or four years before 
the railway went in, the 
government sold the land 
drainage agreeinent to a number of 
Belgians for colonization purposes, 
but when the war broke out these 
plans were all ‘ipset and the scheme 
| felt through. It was at this time that 
fa syndicate was formed in Edmonton 
to take over the proposition.

To Waste in Grouard District 


(By Bulletin Staff Reporter) 

Fifteen thousand tons of hay gone 
to waste! 

Up at Grouard, at the northwest end 
of Lesser Slave Lake, they declare this 
is a very conservative estimate of the 
loss which ts being caused by the pre- 
vention of hay cutting as a result of 
high waters, When one looks from 
the hills above the town and sees over 
$275,000 worth of excellent feed pass- 
ing into oblivior, the mind turns to 
those southern stretches where thous- 
ands of hungry stock may be suffering 
for just such nutriment before the 
coming winter eases ‘ts grip. 

But it must not be gathered that the 
“Big Swamp" at Grouard is altogether 
recreant in its duty in a year wnen 
hay i# more at a premium than ever 
before in the history of the province. 


The overflow and backwash of the, 


Lesser Slave and ite feeder streams 
during the present season has not pre- 
vented a huge harvest of hay being 
taken care of. From the hills one 
looks over that amazing expanse of 
marsh west of Buffalo Bay and sees 
hay stacks stretching miles on miles, 
and operations still being carried on 
by the numerous outfits, thanks to 
the absence of frost up to the end of 
last week. 

No place in the province will con- 
tribute the surplus of hay towards the 
nesda of the country thet will Grou- 


tard. It im estimated that over six 
thousand tons will be shipped cut 
during this fall and winter. The big 


Swamp that liea directly to the wem 
of the town is over twelve miles in 
length, and over six miles in widtt:

Vegetables, enormous in size and 
healthy looking too, is the description

buurn, Alta., who conducts a general 
store at that place as well as a farm, 
these vegetables haying been grown 
On his own farm at Newbrook.

as well as all kinds of wild fruit

Mr. Graham stated that the goy- 
ernment has already spent $400 on 
improvements to the highway which 
extends from the siding up through 
the settlement.

I be- 
lieve you are deliberately trying to 
draw attention to the farmer rather 
than the packer.” 

Mr. Wade: “I have not been asked 
by the packers {n any way to speak 
| to the board today.” 
| General Gunn asked for another 
hearing for the packers, intimating 
that they were prepared.to take their 
case against the board's recent order 
either here or to Ottawa 

“We will see about that,” replied 
the chairman. ‘We will let you know 
if we think any good can come of it.” 


Start on Clothes. 


Witnesses In clothing price investi- 
gation were: J. G. Vaughn, secretary- 
treasurer of the T. Eaton company; 
Steven Hewgill, manager of the men's 
clothing department of that company; 
James McDonald, manager of the T. 
Eaton company’s factory for the man- 
ufacture of men's and boys’ clothing, 
and Samuel Jaeger, Engiish director 
and buyer for Hobberlin. 

The business of the T. Eaton com- 
pany was investigated so far as clo- 
thing Is concerned. Secretary-Treas- 
urer Vaughan was first examined. He 
said that in 1918 men's clothing to 
the value of $1,365,000 and boys’ clo- 
| thing valued at $800,000 wae purchas- 
ed. The firm also manufactured clo- 
thing, but did not sell to retailers, the 
product going to the store. 
declined to give figures as to profits, 
on the ground that this was a trade 
secret. Mr. O'Connor pointed out that 
bonuses to managers could be added 
to costs in such a way as to make the 
profits look small. 

The manager of the men's depart. 
ment said an average of 33 per cent. 
was added to the cost price. If 70 per 
cent. of the stock was sold at that 
rate of profit the balance of the stock 
would be put on bargain and probably 
fetch $22.50 per sult. The annual turn- 
over on the department was 22 to 23 
per cent. gross. Costs of manufactnr- 
ing were higher, for instance, a suit 
| that cost $18.50 in 1913 now took $29

Great Crowd Witnesses Opening Game of World’s Series, 
and Sees Home Team Win by Decisive Score—-White 
Sox Pitchers Were Unable to Stop Heavy Slugging of 


the Reds. 


CINCINNATI, «Ohio, Oct. 1.—Cin- 
cinnati today won the opening game 
of the world’s series from the Chicago 
Americans by d@ score of 9 to 1. 

Every series develops a new idol for 
the fans, and Walter Ruether who 
pitched the Reds to victory, was the 


unanimous choice tonight. He not 
only held the White Sox to six acatter- 
ed hits and really deserved a shut 
out, but rolled up a batting average 
og 1,000 for himself. 

If there jis anything in the game 
that was better than his hurling, it 
was his work with the stick. Two 
of his three hits were mighty triples. 
He drove in two runs, scored one 
himself and svas the instigator of the 
mad romping of the Red legs around 
the bases in the fateful fourth. 

The White Sox were in the fight up 
to that time, but when he propelled 
the ball into no man's land in the left 
center and romped around to third, 
while two scored ahead of him, the 
heart seemed to go out of the Arneri- 
can leaguers. 

Cicotte is Sad. 


Tt was a sad day for Eddio Cicoite, 
leading pitcher of the Amierican Ipa- 
guc. Never before was so decisive 
a defeat handed to the 4Michigan 
wander. Herwas simply pounded out 
of the box. Five runs were recorded 
egainstt ‘him in the fourth before 
Manager Glcason gave him the sign to 
retire, His team gathered round him 
and patted him ecrpourgingly on

| This spring, D. Treadway, who had

Britain is in the throes of an 
attempted Bolshevik revolution. 
Its success means the destruction 
of the empire in all that it stands 
for in the way of ordered liberty 
and continued progress. There is 
an instinct in man to destroy; as 
there is also an instinct to build. 
Ordinarily the building instinct 
has control of human affairs. It’ 
is manifested in forms of govern- 
nent, in codes of laws, in condi- 
tions of social order, The great 
war was inspired by the instinct 
of destruction. Although . the 
powers that challenged the world 
were defeated the poison has en- 
tered the mind of the race. The 
plague bacteria have spread far 
beyond the bounds of the coun- 
tries of their origin. 

The fabric of modern civiliza- 
tion is in danger. There have been 
many periods of civilization, and 
as well many kinds, in the long 
history of the world. It is pos- 
sible that the civilization of West- 
ern Europe and America—the civ- 
ilization of the modern white man! 
—is due for destruction, as were 
those of Assyria, Egypt, Persia, 
Carthage, Rome and Greece. 
While nominally all these civiliza- 
tions were destroyed from with- 
out, they were in fact destroyed 
from within, Rome fell because 
of the corruption and decadence 
of her people, not because of the 
conquering skill or heroism of the 
Goths. 

Sectionalism triumphant means 
western civilization so bedevilled 
that the remnants would not be 
worth saving. Bolshevism is sec- 
tionalism. Sectionalism breeds 
sectionalism and therefore anar 
chy. It is not only those who eall 
themselves Bolshevists who are in 
fact, ‘‘direct action’’ men for their 
own selfish interests. The exer- 
cise of arbitrary authority by the 
governments concerned under pre- 
tence of war necessity taught the 
first lesson in ‘‘direct action.’’| 
That lesson was emphasized by 
the pr6fiteer who robbed his 
country or his fellow citizens, 
again under pretence of war ne. 
cessity. Now that the excuse of 
war necessity has passed, what 
more natural than that those 
whose persona! rights were ig- 
nored by their governments: or 
whose earnings were unjustly ta- 
ken by the profiteers, should ap- 
ply ,or seek to apply, the same 
principle of ‘‘direct action,’’ the 
“strong arm’’ for their own ad- 
vantage. Their idea is that it is 
a poor rule that won’t work both 
ways. 

They are incited more strongly 
to direct action by the fact that 
although the war is over consti- 
tuted authority continues its arbi 
trary infringements on personal 
rights and liberties and the profi- 
teers are on the job even more as- 
siduously and successfully than 
while the war was on. ; 

When a stupendous crisis im- 
pends, or has arrived, it is the part 
of wisdom to realize the measure 
of the dangers whieh it carries, 
and to realize the impelling forees 
behind it, so that by their removal 
the crisis may be averted, The 
natural result of governmental
